German officials today were

FAULTY CONSTRUCTION OFRE TIRED 
BONDS SAVED MANY SHIPS 


New York, March 23.—Only 


faulty construction of bombs, man- 
ufactured by Captain Charles Von 
Kleist, to be placed on allied food 
ships, saved hundreds of vessels 
from destruction, Detective Earth 
testified today in the trial of six 
alleged bomb plotters.

RAILROADS ASKING 


INCREASE iN RATES 


Washington, D. C., March 23.— 


A general increase from ten to 15 
per cent in all freight and pas- 
senger rates to cover the increas- 
ed cost of operation under the 
Adamson law is asked by all the 
railroads of the country in a peti- 
tion laid before the interstate 
commerce commission, the receipt 
of which was announced today. 


The roads petition stated that 


"in our opinion the only practical 
method of securing proper relief 
is by a percentage advancement in 
all rates. This, of course, should 
be adequate to cover the effect of 
the Adamson law and other wage 
increases already made and those 
which will naturally follow to- 
gether with increases in the cost 
of fuel, material and supplies. 


It was stated the roads 
have 


met other heavy expenses besides 
the Adamsou wage increase, and 


very close to Lafer, in the face of the that they want to get themselves 
greatly augmented opposition during 
the last 24 hours. They are likewise

try, its industries and its people.

Even apart from that 
of the national emergency, the 
facts of the situation arc that we 
already arc confronted with in- 
creased expenses on account of 
fuel supplies and materials, wages 
and taxes, as well as the increas- 
ing difficulty of raising new cap- 
ital on reasonable terms, on ac- 
count of the existing conditions.

"Standard Oil ship Healdton 


from Philadelphia for Rotterdam, 
cargo oil, torpedoed without warn- 
ing 8:15 evening of 21st, 25 miles 
north of Terschelling, Holland. 
Twenty of crew drowned. One 
died of injuries. Others token to 
North of Holland. Submarine seen 
after torpedoing." 


The Healdton was unarmed, 


having^ left port before the pres- 
ident authorized the navy to fur- 
nish guns and gunners to mer- 
chantmen.

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WAR PROSPECT NOT DEPRESSING 


A review of the iron »nd rteel market, the first of the week, 


indicated the probability of actual conflict between Germany and 
the United States was not affecting either prices or volume of tusi- 


liess There was a marked upward tendency in the former, in truth, 
decided advances in certain lines and orders continued to pour in, 
a great part calling for delivery as far ahead u 1919. There was a 
seeming lull in 'building, but ship construction, bridge and rail mate- 
rial was strongly in evidence, with notable filings on cars and rails.

An attempt of the 
shorts to squeeze the longs on wheat met with failure and quota- 
tions, instead of going down, went up. The common attitude was 
optimistic, probably, arising out of the conviction that come war, 
or come peace, the great mills would have for years all the orders 
they could handle.
